Gov. Bailey to Run 


for a Third Term 


Enters Primary 
Lists

LITTLE ROCK — Governor Bailey 


announced his candidacy for a third 
term late Monday. 


In a 45-word statement ho said: 
"Through a desire to have the op- 


portunity to conclude successfully the 
socially and economically significant 
efforts which have been started since 
January, 1937, and halted through no 
fault of mine, it is my purpose to ask 
the people of this state to accord me 
the privilege of serving them as their 
governor during another two years." 


Thus the chief executive joined In- 


ternal Revenue Collector Homer M. 
Adkins as major candidates for the 
governorship. Mr. Adkins entered the 
race late Saturday after resigning his 
federal post. 
* 


Lieut. Gov. Bob Bailey removed 


himself as a probable aspirant for 
governor by announcing for renomina- 
tion to his present office. Since At- 
torney General Jack Holt did the 
same thing Saturday, interest in the 
gubernatorial campaign will shift to 
lormer Congressman John L. McClol- 
lan of Camdcn, who is the only re- 
ported 
candidate to withhold an- 


nouncement of his plans.

Witte of Magnolia and Dr. Waller 
Scott McNutt of Arkudelphia. Mr. 
Witte, a former employe of the state '

Teeth, like any other structure, stand 
up better when well fortified. 


Long exhaustive research gives us 


a pretty clear picture of tooth struc- 
ture and tooth needs. Teeth are made 
up largely of minerals, calcium, and 
phosphorus. They are nourished by the 
Ame supply of blood nourishing all 
other parts of the body. 


To build these teeth we must have 


generous amounts of Vitamins D and 
-. In terms of common foods that 
means milk, heading the list, fruits 
and vegetables, especially tomatoes 
and citrus fruits, next. The Vitamin 
D is not supplied very generously 
in food, except Vitamin D milks, and 
so it must be secured either in a 
concentrate, such as fish liver oil, 
or else by exposing the body to the 
ultralviolet rays of the sun.

Fleming Tries to CJeklhk Wage-Hour Law, 


Leftists Fret 


WASHINGTON - 
Congress hav- 


ing botched its assignment, the' job 
of dekinking the wage-hour law has 
been handed back to the wageihour 
administrator, Col. Philip 
Fleming. 


What he is doing is worth watch- 
ing. 


He is quietly reorienting the whole' 


\Vorks: partly by getting the policy- 
making end of things firmly into 
his own hands, and partly by review- 
ing the wage-hour division's all-im- 
portant definitions. 


Division policy originally just grow- 


ed. The law was as loose as a size 
42 kimono, and the big idea seemed 
to be to make it cover everybody. 
The business man never knew quite 
where he stood, except that he might 
suspect he was going to be wrong. 


Fleming's guiding policy—and now 


it's the whole division's policy—is 
that the business man is entitled id 
know just how the law as it afi 
iects him is going to be enforced. 
A business man who asks about it 
nowadays gets one of these answers: 


1. The law clearly covers yoft and 


we're going to enforce it. 


2. The law isn't quite clear: Our le- 


gal staff says you're covered; but 
we're not dead sure. We're going 
to find out as fast as we can. We'll 
pick out the best case we can, fight 
it out in court, and when the court 
makes its decision both you arid we 
will know what the score is. 
'

ENFILADE (fire)— Firing the length

Siegfried)— Not lines at all but stag- 
gered series of fortifications, trench- 
es, pillboxes, barbed wire, tank traps, 
as much as thirty miles deep in 
spots whre terrain offers weak nat- 
ural defenses. 


FLANK— To attack around the right j

It was born back 
in January and its papa is Bob Jack- 
son, who first paced the justice cor- 
ridors then as Attorney General of the 
United States.

er clay at a staff conference. The 
one-time country lawyer who how is 
the nation's No. 1 attorney, was pre- 
siding. An official asked what was 
to be done about emoployec's putting 
their feet on the desks. 


'If you are going to have a rule 


against putting feet on the desks," 
answered Jackson* "it certainly will 
cramp my style." 


Another perturbed and jumpy of- 


ficial once asked the attorney general 
if he didn't think there should be a 
rule against employees' reading news- 
papers. That quizzical smile which 
Jackson uses where other men might 
use anger or irritation spread over his 
face and he stated smiply that if the 
men got their work done and still 
had time to read the newspapers, 
why not.
